An 
ta«dr8i£rirttemi>t 'ii'^belng to 
create tbcf ;.|mpres.fl|ob throughout tbo 
rural'disirlcM Vhat -tho4p9ftl3i'.og?B|a- 
tare will have, for.:,.>enj vyears lo come, 
tho right to say what kind of a tarifif 
ihali>e^aiViq BrltiSbi ^Qolutobfai, aud 
the people are"- Wiionrshad to nooept 
noitber the Canadinn~ tariff nor tho 
BritiBh Columbia toriff. bul to Htrivo 
for one altogether difforont from both. 
It will soarculy bn necessary, ono woaid 
hope, to point out that this mode of 
Btaiiog the question is most etfonoou-', 
oaioujated, ir, indeed, it ia.not inleudud, 
to lead to wrong conclusiona and eveu- 
tuato in the most pemicionB consc- 
qoenccs. At tho rink of fauguing tho 
rtader with liresorao iloraliong 14)011 a 
subject already Ihreadbaro, wo venture 
onco more to Btato tho caso lairly and 
in accordance with fact : la nogotla- 
ting hnion, British Colombia asked for 
power to deal with certain tariff quo-- 
tions. Oar De'ogales wore mot fit-mly 
on thlR point. They wero told that tbo 
Caatoina Tariff was essentially a Fed- 
eral question, with which no Provincial 
authorities coM be permitted to deal. 
In ordor lo meet an exceptional coodi- 
liou of things, the Canadiuo Goverii- 
mont would bo willing, however, 10 
delay the application of tho Federal tar- 
ifl' until Buch time as tho colony should 
be ooDLOctod with tho railway syfitem of 
Canada, conceding to Britinh Uolambia 
the right meanwhile to retain its exist, 
ing tarifT. Altcrwards tbo local Lsgi;!. 
Iftiure Bbltcd the Cunadiau Govornmonl 
to coDHent to a rodaciioa of tho duty 
on flour to 75 cents a barrel, on whcot, 
to 10 eeuts a bushel, and on spirits to 
80 cents a gallon, — with a view to tho 
retention of the proseut tariff so modi- 
fied. This tho Governmont, as migh*. 
well have been anlioipaiod, and as was 

Sredioiod in Ihisjjurnal, deoliuod to da. 
evertholesH, in his. report upon lh« 
■objeC, tho Finance Minister ihas ro- 
marked :— 'Should the now Legi. huuro 
eobcor In the rocommeudatictia tf the 
Legislative Council, iho Dominion Par- 
liament would, in the opinion of tbo 
undcrsigDcd, bo inclined to consider 
them favorably,' Now, it is to bo ob- 
served thai this mere individual opieion 
ot a single member ot the Dominion 
Cabinet oould certainly not be oonsid- 
ored as in any way committing ihni 
Cabinet or any inoraber tnereof upon 
the point. Tho circumstances uuder 
which llial opinion was expressed should 
alio be oareiully kept iu v ew. Union 
was BtiU pending, and the dipionaatiu 
expression of such an opinion might 
emooth tho way, wlnlo it in no manner 
compromised llio Govornment. It will 
Ini'lher conduce to a fair and intelligent 
ondorBlandiDg of thy Bubjooi to keep in 
view the fact that the opinion thus caB- 
oally and, doabUesK, diplomutically ts:- 
presscd, bad solo refereoc;o to the ihro,; 
epeoifio reductions a^kei lor by Britibh 
Columbia before entering the Goufodor- 
Btion; Yet, noiwithalauding all Ihosn 
modifying circnmBtancOB and iu^luencu^, 
there are those in this ■ colony wbo oo 
not hesitate to 'affirm in the boldest uud 
moBt'uDtnialiaed naatoner that tho Dc- 
minioaJP^rlUment will consent to the 
Bsked-iw reductions, oeciiuso Sir Fran- 
cis Hincks seid itwi'uldl Tho reade 
hss seen how Sir Fruuois fliuuks said 
it would,— or rather, how he said noth- 
ing otr^be klnd,\ >iiut lb,e reokUpa ajjd 
nnsc^dpoloOB p'nlilfcal • demBgngnes rex 
ferred to are not content with atsuning 
that ihosu specified reductions will be 
made, it wcro well old they content 
thomfielvoB with such a deolaraiion, 
wholly nnjuHifiod though It be.
